Roman ceins found in'a gardea ot 
Muswell Hill’ in’ North .London 
were treasure trove, For over six 
hundred -years,' since 1276, this has 
been one of the duties of Coroners, 
and it was cotitinued i inthe modern 
Coroners’, Act. 


Property found inthe. sea or on 
the surface of the land is not 
treasure‘ trove. But property’ dis- 


covered under the. surface of the, 


ground may be, and hence the need }: 


for an inquest. wAs treasure trove 
it belongs to the Crown, though’ as 
a rule a large proportion of its. 
value is handed to the finder. 
Persons’ who conceal valuables, in 
the ground may be puniahed by it- 
prisonment, and there have been 
cases in recent times where: this has 
been. done. The offence was at one 
time held to he. related a larceny 
and treason. 


« In the ense referred to which has 
cropped up this week, the Roman 
coins were held to be treasure trove 
and were forfeited to the Crown, 
But it was decided that $0 per cent, 
of their value as determined by sale 
will. he wgiven .to the fortunate 
finder, There were altogether 652, 
coins, and they had heen buried in‘ 
an earthenware pot at Muswell Hill 
something like 1,800 years ago.

the back. Last night he was still 
in a critical condition. 
~ An inquest. on the body of ‘Miss 
Thompson was held by the Regis-. 
trar, Mr. A. J, Martin, sitting os. 
Coroner, in the Isolation Hospital.

which will be twice as much in three’ 
years hence, This is a burden too 
heavy to be borne by the. Treasury, 
which is already. depleted. The-best 
solution of ‘the problem therefore 
lies in a high duty on pig iron, 
which will enable the industry to 
stand on its own feet and increase 
the revenue at the sume time. 
Increase in the duty on steel is 
as important, it. is stated. The 
current quotation ‘for standard 
goods rules Y.14 higher, than a year 
year ago, but it must be remembered 
that the market:has recovered.under’ 
the influence of the foreign market 
and it may react at any time, The 
uncertain condition can be eliminat- 
ed by a higher duty.
